Three months of In- 
tensive training were giviMi in choni- 
istry, bacteriology, hygiene and san- 
ttattoa, ^qrsehotosy and aoetology of 
morsing, history and ethics of noro* 
ing, physiology, elementary nursing 
and hospital economy, and special lec- 
tures. General Gorgas believes this 
course wfll reHere the altaattaa. ero- 
ated when 50.000 of the 80,000 trained 
nurses of the United States are called 
into the fororoiMat serrtee hy Jan- 
uary 1.

offered in the miverslty, but there 
is no opportunity for practice, without 
which the coarse is valueless. The 
board of tho Good Samaritan Hospital 
may be unable to grant the request of 
the University, because of the sixty 
now in its training school, and in that 
ease it to imptohObte that tho 
will he estahUahad.
